-The- dzarand-ViiUlhg must be 
eording to the prescribed regulation* 
and manuals of the War Department. 

Some mark or insignia of a distinct- 
ive character must be adopted to be 
worn on the blouse or coat, or shirt 
when blouse or coat is not worn; al- 
so a distinctive hat band in lien of 
a cord must be worn. 

Officers mutt not wear the insignia 
of rank prescribed for officers of the 
Army, Navy or, Marine "Corps. 

The insignia of rank prescribed, for 
officers of educational institutions are 
recommended, with reference to which 
It may be stated that a circular setting 
forth what the Department regards as 
proper insignia for. use at educational 
institution*, and by military societies 
j? now in eourar of publication, and 
copies will be furnished as soon as 
practicable to the institutions and so- 
cieties concerned.
